Reasons for Allowance 
The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: none of the 
prior art either alone or in combination disclose or teach of the claimed combination of 
limitations to warrant a rejection under 35 USC 102 or 103. Specifically, with reference 
to independent claims 1,19, and 35, none of the prior art either alone or in combination 
disclose or teach of the claimed contact lens, method of producing a contact lens or 
series of contact lenses specifically including, as the distinguishing features in 
combination with the other limitations, the claimed central optical zone and peripheral 
optical zone designed separately and independently from each other and then blended 
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together by the transitional non-optical zone to eliminate flexion points or sharp edges 
or both at a junction between the central and peripheral zones and either the lens 
thickness increasing progressively as claimed until reaching a maximum value within 
the peripheral zone at a position between the central optical zone and the edge zone 
and then decreasing as claimed or by having a substantially constant thickness in the 
peripheral zone along the horizontal meridian and by having a thickness which 
decreases progressively as claimed.
